COACH’S REPORT 


Preston Makedonia completed a very successful season in 
1987 and consequently has set high standards for 1988. All mem- 
bers of the first team playing squad have been retained, except for 
Stuart Lee our second team goal keeper, Matthew Thomas, previ- 
ously of Melbourne Croatia, has been signed as a replacement. 

Pre-season training commenced on 1st December, 1987 and 
apart from a short break over the Christmas period has continued 
through January 1988. Fitness standards are gradually improving 
although several players are being hindered by small injuries. This 
perhaps is related to the short off-season and insufficient time to 
recuperate Ronnie Campbell has commenced rehabilitation after 
an operation on his achilles tendon and lan Roodhouse and Con 
Opasinis are almost back to full fitness. 

Individual skill technique programs have been tailored to suit 
the specific needs of players and the emphasis of the coaching 
sessions is gradually changing to group and team play. The 
coaching program has been hampered by injuries and the lack of 
strikers at the club. However, the organisation of the defence and 
midfield has heen very successful. It is hoped that the squad will 
be bolstered by an additional striker in the near future. 

Congratulations are in order for the five team members who 
have been invited to play for Victoria against Dinamozagreb. They 
include - R. Campbell, P. Traianedes, S. Jackson, S. Smith and S. 
Gojevic. The selection of these players (the largest group from any 
N.S.L. team) reflects the success of Preston Makedonia last sea- 
son. It is hoped that this success can be repeated in 1988, 
although undue pressure to achieve this goal can be detrimental. 

As a coach it is most gratifying to work with players of such 
talent and more importantly with such an excellent attitude 
towards training and competition. Team cohesion. morale and 
motivation are high and these factors although not guaranteeing 
success will play a major role in the outcome of the 1988 season 
of the National Soccer League.

FROM THE EDITORS 


Dear Friends and Macedonian Patriots, 

By now it must have come to your attention that our beloved club, 
Preston Makedonia, is in great need of your total support due to the finan- 
cial situation that the club finds itself in and also the outside pressures 
brought upon our club, which is hindering our progress in becoming the 
top soccer club in the country. 

Let me inform you of those outside pressures: 

By the start of the 1989 season all national league clubs are required 
to have sitting capacity under cover. Those clubs that do not comply with 
these standards will have to find other alternatives, if not, their participa- 
tion in the league will cease. 

If the club is to move to premises that belong to other clubs that have 
these facilities required by the league, such as Olympic Park or Middle 
Park, we will be losing vital revenue from our sponsors, our kiosk, our 
social club and most of all we will be losing our home. 

Don't let this happen, become a member of the club. 

We can not fight this battle with only 300 paying members! We can 
not become the top club in Australia with 300 paying members! The

Every Macedonian living in Melbourne should by their patriotic duty 
support our cause and wherever possible support the club financially and 
at every opportunity lobby for our cause with the more influential sector 
of our community. Speak loud and clear and be heard. Let our colours be 
seen and let our flags wave proudly and high.

We do not possess the facilities for raising finances like the 
interstate clubs have. We have no poker machines, we have no wealthy 
benefactors pouring money into our club. What we must have is our col- 
lective effort and financial support, however small, from all supporters of 
our club.

FROM THE EDITORS 
“HERE WE GO AGAIN” 


Ladies and Gentlemen, on behalf of the Preston Makedonia 
Soccer Club we, the Editors, would like to welcome you all to the 
1988 season. 

This year could be the “Do or Die” of the National Soccer 
League. A number of changes have taken place in the area of 
when games will be played, what time the games will start and 
where they will be played. For example Round 1 will be played 
over three days (Friday, Saturday and Sunday). During day light 
saving, games will cormmence at 6.00 p.m. and in cases where 
double headers are stayed then the second game will be played at 
8.00 p.m. 

In Round 3, Preston Makedonia will play Sydney Croatia on 
Saturday 13th February 1988, at Olympic Park at 8.00 p.m. This 
will be a Double Header with the first game starting at 6.00 p.m. 
between Melbourne Croatia and St. George. 

On Sunday, 27th March, 1988 (Round 8) the fixture will go 
back to a normal format with all games starting at 2.30 p.m. and 
played on Sundays. 

Other changes to take place in the future are the require- 
ments that each club have a particular number of seats, both 
under cover and in the open and that each club appoint a full time 
administrator. All this might sound good in theory, but in practice it 
means spending very big dollars which National League Clubs 
(particularly in Melbourne) do not have. The role of a full time 
administrator is an interesting one in that he or she would have to 
obiain corporate sponsorship in excess of what they are being 
paid just to make it viable. 

In the last few years many public companies have cut down 
on their advertising. For example, in 1986 the Victorian Football 
League commanded major sponsorship in excess of $2 million, 
yet only one year later in 1987 could only scratch up $1 million at 
the last hour. The October 1987 share market crash does not 
make it any easier. 

One thing, 1988 will always be remembered for it is the slow 
transfer dealings. This year would have to go down as one of the 
quietest in the leagues history. One reason for this is that the clubs

just don’t have the money to spend and that they are looking to 
stabilise their squads instead of drastically changing them. To 
date the only transfers so far have been: 


Jeff Olver, Heidelberg to Melbourne Croatia — $26,000 

Alan Hunter, Heidelberg to Sydney Croatia — $23,000 

Ray Vliestra, Sydney Croatia to Wollongong City — $13,500 
Danny Crainie, South Melbourne to Wollongong City — $13,500 
Les Carter, Green Gully to Sunshine — $8,000 

Lawrie McKinna, Heidelberg to Apia — $7,000 

Paul Trimboli, Sunshine to South Melbourne — $21,000 

Steve Marley, Heidelberg to Brunswick — $13,000 


The future of many players hangs in the balance, Peter 
Laumets, Charlie Egan, Stuart Stevenson and Gary McDowell of 
South Melbourne are in Limbo and the rumor is that McDowell will 
play for Brunswick Juventus. Other possible transfers are Peter 
Tsolakis (South Melbourne or Sydney Croatia) Frank Mengotti 
(Brisbane Lions) Zarko Odzakov (Marconi) and Theo Selemidis 
(Brunswick).
